A New World War

„ In every syllable which sounds through 
Hitler’s speech celebrating’ the fourth year 
of his accession to power, theré beats the 
call to world war. 


Ferocious and bloody war was the cen- 
tral goal of Hitler in 1933. It remains the 
central goal of all his activities in 1937. 

Hitler is afraid to survey the promises 
he made to the German people four years 
ago. 

He promised them freedom from the yoke 
of “slavery to the international bankers.” 
Instead, he has become the most brutal de- 
fender of the interests of the big bankers 
and industrialists. He promised “bread and 
work,” but he has brought breadlines. Now 
he talks about “cannon before butter.” Hit- 
ler can now survive only with the help of 
loans and economic aid from the interna- 
tional bankers, especially those of Great 
Britain. 

In his speech Hitler tries to blind the 
hungry, suffering German people, whom he 
is preparing to send into slaughter on new 
battlefields, with the fumes of his “attack” 
on the Versailles Treaty and the infamous 
“guilt clause” which the Allied imperialist 
robbers imposed on their defeated imperial- 
ist rival. | 

But Hitler uses his attack on the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. to impose a new and worse 
slavery on Germany, to cloak his prepara- 
tions for war. He has become the protege 
of the very same British imperialist reac- 
tionaries who in 1918 imposed the Versailles 
Treaty upon the German people. 

The basis of Hitler’s speech is his attack 
against the whole system of collective secur- 
ity. He wants to break the Franco-Soviet 
pact. He wants to isolate Czechoslovakia so 
that he will be able to march his troops over 
the body of that country. He shouts for 
colonies to plunder and rob, And he shrieks 
that Germany can never agree to any sys- 
tem of collective security which includes the 
Soviet Union, fevealing once again his in- 
veterate determination to make a robber 
feast of the Soviet Union. 


Hitler’s speech is another brutal threat 
to the peace of the world, another step to- 
ward war. 

Its answer can only be found in a more 
determined support for the peace policy of 
the Soviet Union, for the system of collec- 
tive security against all aggressors, far the 
rights and independence of small nations. 

Hitler celebrates his fourth year in a 
Reich that has become a military fortress, 
but which is at the same time becoming a 
dynamite keg upon which the fascist tyrants 
sit uneasily. 

The true hope of a free Germany comes 
from the appeal for a People’s Front Ger- 
many which this week was signed by So- 
cialists and Communists. In this united 
struggle to overthrow Hitler is the promise 
of a free Germany.

Remove the Stench of the 
Slave Market from Sports 


With Joe Louis’s name coming up as a 
championship contender, Americans should 
give consideration to the un-American rot 
which is being written about the Brown 
Bomber. 

“Joe Louis Must Never Be Champion” is 
the headline over one of the most unsports- 
manlike pieces ever written. It is an article 
signed by John B. Kennedy, high-priced RCA 
commentator. 

“For the sake of public peace and tran- 
quil progress of his own race, Louis should 
never be champion. .. if Louis beats Brad- 
dock it will be a bad thing for law and or- 
der in the United States. . he writes. 

Kennedy’s usual evasions about “I have 
nothing against Louis, etc., etc.,” cannot di- 
minish the stench of the old slave market 
that permeates his article. If there is any 
“menace to law and order” it comes from 
just this kind of underhanded lynch incite- 
ment masking itself as “friendly advice” to 
the Negro people.
